WASHINGTON, 


(RY ATEANTIO CABLE AND A FP) 

LONDON, April 2. — Through 
Walter Hines Page, the American 
Ambassador, the British Foreign Of- 
flee sent today a protest to Washing- 
ton to be forwarded to Berlin, de- 
nouncing the retaliatory steps Ger- 
many haa taken against thirty-nine 
British offleers as result of the spe- 
cial treatment accorded thirty-nine 
submarine prisoners in Pngland. 

The note explains the Germans are 
hetne humanely treated and protests 
against the close confinement of the 
British officers. Virtually the only 
difference between the treatment of 
the German submarine prisoners and 
other German prisotiersa, the note 
says, is that the former are in the 
naval barracks instead of in the de- 
tention camp. 

The Foreian Office still is without 
information as to the names of the 
British officers being jlally pun- 
ished in Germany, the United States 
not yet having obtained the names 
from Germany.

Col. Roosevelt Describes His 
San Juan Hill Charge. 


But He is Ruthleasly Cut

SYRACUSE (N. Y.) April 26.— 
Theodore Roosevelt. former President 
of the United States, went upon the 
witness stand in the Supreme Court 
here today and testified in an effort 
te prove his contention that he was 
justified in causing the publication of 
the statement upon which William 
Barnes sued him to recover $560,000, 
for alleged libel. Under oath, he said 
that the former chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee had urged 
him not to antagonize men of large 
business who contributed to both the 


Democratic and Republican parties so 
that they would be protected. 

Mr. Barnes told him, Col. Reoose- 
vrelt swore, that it was essential to 
protect big business interests because 
unless they were protected they would 
not make contributions to the party 
failing to protect them and that with- 
out such contributions it was impos- 
sitie to carry on the organization. 
Without leaders and 
bosses, the former President quoted 
Mr. Barnes as saying, party govern- 
ment would be impossibie. 

PEOPLE UNFIT TO GOVERN. 

Col. Roosevelt also quoted Mr. 
Barnes as telling him that “the pee- 
ple are not fit te govern themselves. 
They have got to be governed by the 
Party organization and you cannot 
rum an organization, you cannot have 
leaders, unless you have money.” 

Col. Roosevelt in his testimony 
sketched his political career and with 
considerable pride disCussed the regi- 
ment of Rough Riders he organised 
for service in the Spanish war. He 
teld where the recruits came from, 
where they gathered. where they 
went, and just 
even described the first brush with 
the Spanish fofces and would heave 
related orders he had given the men 
under him, hed not counsel for the 
plaintiff’ objected. Then he gave de- 
talled testimony about his relations 
with the late Senator Thomas ©. 
Platt. with Mr. Barnes, and conver- 
sations he had with both those men 
on Various occasions. He will con- 
tinue testimony tomorrow. 

Col. Roosevelt talked to the coun- 
sel for both sides, offered suggestions 
and entered into a discussion of more 
than one point with Justice William 
Andrews, presiding, whom he ad- 
as “Judge.” 

BARNES UNINTERESTED. 


Mr. Barnes himeelf appeared to be 
very much interested in the first part 
of Col. Roosevelt's testimony. As it | 

however, the plaintiff in 
the action seemed to lose interest, 
and he firet retired from a seat close 
to the witness stand to one further 
away, and then left the room. 

Mr. Parnes’s attorneys had rested 
before Col. Moosevelt was called to 
the stand. Thev completed presenta- 
tion of their case In twenty minutes 
and called as their single witness the 
defendant's own private secretary. 

Mr. Ivins, Mr. Barnes's attorney, 
objected to Col. Roosevelt's line of 
testimony and Mr. Bowers said he 
was trying to show just who the wit- 
ness was.

BONDS EASILY SALABLE 
ARE BEST INVESTMENT.

The com- 
panies that are subject to this demand 
are supposed to, and generally do, 
take due precaution to eee to it that 
they prepared, either with cash 
or h liquid securities, to meet any 
such extraordinary demand. Outside 
of that they simply put money away 
on what is generally called an “actu- 
arial basis,” which means that ff they 
close up business today and do not 
either write any new insurance, or 
change their investments, they would 
about be able to meet al! the demands 
for death claima, ete., which would 
come to them up to the time when the 
last policyholder was paid off and the 
surplus was ieft for distribution to the 
stockholders or 

An individual investor does not care 
so much about marketability for «a 
different reason. He does not, of 
course, buy a fifty-year bond expect- 
ing to hold i for fifty years, but, on 
the contrary, he does not buy bonds 
or any other securities at all with 
money which he thinks he is likely to 
need quickly at any time. He puts 
that money into a savings bank or 
some other kind of a bank, or per- 
haps he loans it to a friend—a very 
unscientific but perfectly human sort 
of an investment. When he is put- 
ting money away he reckons that no 
matter what bonds he buys he will 
always be able to take a reasonable 
time to get his money back and that 
he will be able to choose, to a certain 
extent, the right time to do his selling. 
He does not, however, contemplate 
throwing his stocks or bonds into the 
market under pressure, so he says 
that he does not want immediate mar- 
ketability, and lets it go at that. It 
is wise on his not to be too par- 
ticular about immediate marketabil- 
ity, because, of course, bonds of the
